After supper we went with 


Clarence and Earl to the barn, 
which was only about 50 feet 
from the house. This barn was 
immaculate and the 29 big 
offspring of Ivanhoe were 
beautiful Holsteins. The herd 
average exceeded 550 pounds 
of butterfat. The top cow, 


Sylva Ivanhoe, a nine-year- 
old, has a life-lime record of 
153,730 pounds of milk and 
4,523 pounds of butterfat and 
still is a strong producer. 


Stauffer raises alfalfa and 


corn for silage and purchases 
all concentrates needed for his 
59 head of cattle. His milk was 
Grade A, picked up every 
other day. 


The Stauffer family also is 


in the broiler business where 
we saw 28,000 day-old dhicks 
in a broiler house which 
measures 40 feet by 500 feet. 
There were 31 gas operated 
brooders 
and automatic 


feeders and waterers in this 
house. A batch of broilers is 
turned out in an estimated 
eight weeks. Five batches are 
turned out per year. The 
operation 
utilizes 
an 


estimated 125 tons of feed and 
produces an estimated 50 tons 
of manure. 


The birds weigh an average 


of 3.8 pounds when they are 
marketed. Stauffer said he 
feeds three tons of feed per 
day during the last week. He 
owns the house and all the 
equipment and said he and his 
son plan to build another 
it.

ASCS Policy May Reduce 
Acreage in Conservation

WASHINGTON CAP) - 


Nixon administration farm 
officials are sending out 
"clarifications" of a con- 
troversial decision to 1ft 
farmers plant corn, soybeans, 
and other key crops on land 
devoted to conservation. 


The Agriculture Depart- 


ment has confirmed that spe- 
cial information was sent 10 
state and county Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and 
Con- 


servation Service officials. 


Spokesmen said the intent 


was to explain further the new 
instructions sent out on March 
4 which gave county com- 
mittees authority to readjust 
farmers' "conserving base'1 
acres to enable more crop pro- 
duction. 


As in the case of the March 4 


directive, there was no public 
announcement here about the 
latest information. Copies of 
the material, however, were 
made available to the Associ- 
ated Press upon request. 


The March 4 decision specif- 


ically authorized county ASCS 


officials to adjust downward a 
.farmer's "conserving base," 


Outagamie County fanners 


may appeal to the county 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS) 
for an adjustment of the 
conserving base established 
on farms. 


Requirements may be cut if 


farm operations have changed 
from conserving to non- 
conserving crops or if the 
committee agrees the crop 
program may change.

WASHINGTON - S o m e 


dramatic changes are taking 
place in the washday miracle 
business. And the consumer 
has much to gain from them. 


In the first place, the num- 


ber of miracles has dropped 
faster than suds down the 
drain. Phosphates, the ingre- 
dients w h i c h manufacturers 
claim are the most important 
for detergent washing ability, 
are being reduced in many 
products to h*>1p rwhwe nnlln- 
tants in rivers and lakes. 


Enzymes, those friendly and 


famous little consumers of 
chocolate and blood stains, 
are being phased out as 
potential health hazards and 
skin Irritants. Yet only a few 
months ago, an axiom of the 
detergent biz was that en- 
zymes were next to godliness 
in getting stubborn stains out 
of clothes. 


Brain Washing 


The next thing to go — and 


is already going in many 
home laundry rooms — is the 
concept that clothes must be 
always pure white in order to 
be dean. This, of coiBrse, is 
not true. But milions of home 
launderers have been brain- 
washed into believing that it 
is. 


In fact, if you are one of 


those who want to fight pollu- 
tion as well as dirty clothes, 
you face the necessity of 
cutting down on phosphates, 
the principal cleansing agent 
of detergents because of their 
water softening ability and 
' stain removal capacity. 


One way to do this is to buy 


low-phosphate detergents or 
switch to soap if you are in a 
soft-water area. If you are in 
a medium or hard water area, 
you still might be alble to use 
1 o w er-phosphate detergents 
than you now use without 
sacrificing washing ability. 


The only way to tell if you 


can use lower-phosphate de- 
tergents is to try them and 
see if they do an acceptable 
job. There is one side effect, 
however. That is the likeli- 
hood that too little1 phosphate 
will leave the water with high 
alkaline content, which tends 
to abrade fabrics and reduce 
their life. 


Another step is to cut down 


the amount of your present 
detergent per load. If you cut 
too much, it could1 have the 
same side effect noted above. 
But it could also save quite a 
bit of money on detergent 
purchases.

sure in their homes. If they 
aren't suicidal, they are at 
least masochistic. They doff 
safety goggles, literally and 
figuratively, at quitting time 
and don't seem to realize 
more dangers lurk in and 
around the home than will 
ever be encountered in their 
jobs. 


The American Optical Corp- 


oration, which keeps a vig- 
ilant check on personal safety 
measures, says there are 
three physical areas that need 
special attention and protec- 
tion—sight, respiration and 
hearing. Anyone trying to stay 
in one piece, especially any- 
one with a family to protect, 
might hear and heed their 
advice. 


More than four million peo- 


ple were disabled in home 
accidents during 1970, 11,000 
of them permanently and 
seriously. And, more than 
27,000 people lost their lives. 
Being a do-it-yourself man or 
woman is great — but a 
rickety ladder isn't smart, 
neither are unprotected eyes 
against flying splinters or 
other debris. Just because 
people don't have a workshop 
doesn't mean they shouldn't 
use workshop proteotives, es- 
pecially if they are doing the 
same work around the house. 


Every home should have a 


safety kit — goggles are a 
must, even if it is only to 
protect eyes from looking like 
a road map from fumes of 
one kind or another. Safety 
gloves g u a r d hands from 
splinters when handling sharp, 
rough m e t a l s scraps or 
wood...and who doesn't? As- 
bestos gloves prevent burns 
when touching hot objects at 
barbecues or when cooking 
indoors, which is more fre- 
quent and generally more 
lethal.

The Tune's the Same on the SST 


There was nothing new in the ap- 


proval given to the appropriation of 
funds to develop the supersonic trans- 
port by the House Appropriations 
Committee — absolutely riothing new at 
all. One must wonder under which barrel 
the members have been hiding these last 
few weeks. Unlike that of Socrates, the 


• light was dim. 


The old arguments were there — it 


would soil American prestige it the 
Soviet Union, France and England went 
ahead with the massive monster 
designed to get the jet set to Europe an 
hour or so faster. Despite the concerns of 
a number of noted scientists, the com- 
mittee insisted that "any possible ad- 
verse effects of the SST on the en- 
vironment can be resolved before any 
commercial U.S. SSTs are flown." And 
as far as sonic booms are concerned, 
there was almost a pooh-pooh attitude. 
There might even have been some 
careless juggling of figures in this area, 
since those who are for the SST insist the 
engines can be made to produce less 
boom than those of the 747 — except 
somehow along the way the committee 
failed to mention that this meant per 
thrust of the engines themselves and the 
SST has a 60,000 pound thrust in com- 
parison to the 15,000 pound thrust of the 
747. No one has yet demonstrated that 
the SST can ever be self-sustaining 
financially — in fact the evidence runs 
pretty solidly in the other direction. The 
only two or possibly three arguments 
remotely in favor of developing the SST 
are that the airline industry is in trouble, 
that there is a problem of unemployment 
in the nation and that our balance of 
payments are not very healthy. These 
may be reasonable arguments, but not to 
risk the despoliation of the environment 
which is a very real threat of the SST. 


It is interesting in this light that a 


Frenchman, a strong critic of American 
domination of Europe, 'Jean-Jaques 


Servan-Schreiber, described the SST as 
an "industrial Vietnam." It might be 
assumed that Monsieur Servan- 
Schreiber was speaking in the interests 
of his own country but he called every 
cost analysis of the British-French 
developed Concorde wrong in the long 
run — it always amounted to more. He 
pointed out that "we had, unfortunately, 
no success in preventing the American 
political leaders from repeating in In- 
dochina our own mistakes." If there is 
any development of the SST, Monsieur 
Servan-Schreiber seemed to be saying, it 
should be an international one. 


The Soviet Union is blithely moving 


ahead with its own plane. But if the 
United States, or any other country, 
actually wants to restrict competition, 
all it has to do is refuse to permit the 
SST, not only to fly over land areas as 
has been vaguely promised, but to land 
at any U. S. airports. Already some bills 
have been introduced into state 
legislatures in the United States 
proposing much the same thing, 
although they sound farfetched unless 
the general public actually does get up in 
arms about the pollution and noise 
threats. 


The way to stop the SST is simply to 


say we need the money for other pur- 
poses right now. But with the White 
House and all its powers, the AFL-CIO, 
lobbyists from states where the plane 
may be constructed and that nebulous 
flag-waving matter of national prestige 
working on our representatives in 
Congress — especially in the House of 
Representatives — we may have to 
expect the worst. 


Why don't we let the Russians get 


theirs in the air, 
see what their 


financial losses are and then decide what 
to do? After all, we've been to the moon 
and could give them a lift up there if 
need be. 


Censorship of Disc Jockeys 


The 
Federal 
Communications 


Commission, over the objections oLone 
member, has issued a warning to disc 
jockeys to take care in the records they 
play and promote, particularly if there is 
any encouragement in the lyrics for the 
use of drugs. 


This theme, that pop and rock music 


may be responsible at least in part for 
the expanding drug use and culture in 
the country today, has been used by Vice 
President Spiro Agnew and Art 
Linkletter whose daughter tragically 
died because of the effects on an hal- 
lucinogenic drug. But the extent of the 
influence of lyrics in records upon young 
minds is difficult to determine. Even Mr. 
Agnew conceded he didn't see anything 
wrong with a Beatle record about getting 
"a little help from my friends" until 
someone pointed out to him that the 
"friends" were or might be drugs of 
some sort. 


Actually thos>e concerned about the 


so-called generation gap long ago 
pointed to the music that is popular with 
young people today as indicative of their 
points of view and important in un- 
derstanding the various anti-war, anti- 
pollution, anti-establishment moves on 
campuses throughout the country. In 
general the songs are of high motivation 
— one might almost say too high to be 
anything but naive — and the most 
recent trend is toward an emphasis upon 
religious values and in particular those 
of an extremely traditional 
Judeo- 


Christian society. 


The rock opera. Jesus Christ, Super 


Star, has shocked some older people and 
upset some clergymen because of its 
modern language approach to Christ's 
last few days and the crucifixion. But a 


more intent listening to the album in- 
dicates both contempt and compassion 
for Judas, described in the Christian 
Science Monitor as adhering to "wishy- 
washy liberalism." The songs of Bob 
Dylan have for several years been 
known for their emphasis upon living a 
religious way 
and 
not merely 


proclaiming it. In probably a more 
shallow but nevertheless forthright 
view, many of the songs of a variety of 
popular singers from Johnny Cash to 
Simon and Garfunkle, the Carpenters, 
the Beatles, especially George Harrison, 
lyrics from Hair and Tommy reject the 
proper approach to religious values 
which they often see as hypocritical. 
There is real and deep concern for 
brotherhood, humanity and love. 


Too many young Americans have 


freaked out by turning to drugs as a 
means of finding relevance or ex- 
perience or merely escape just as too 
many of their parents have sought the 
same release in alcohol. In no way can 
we condone the use of illegal drugs and 
we have deep 
doubts 
about 
the 


legalization of even marijuana since too 
little is known about its long range ef- 
fects. 


But it is difficult to blame the drug 


culture on song lyrics. It is too easy as 
uell to say that the disillusion of some of 
the young is due to the hyprocrisy of 
their elders as represented most 
currently by the opinion of the members 
of the FCC. But it seems quite obvious 
that the songs of the younger generation 
reflect their opinions toward all sorts of 
things and are not the causes of those 
opinions in the first place. No one has 
ever stopped an idea with censorship 
and we don't think the FCC will be the 
first to accomplish it.

So far, Muskie's ambiguous 


ideology, wide early lead, and 
decent election prospects have 
been like centrifugal force, 
keeping the victory-hungry 
Democratic 
party 
from 


pulling apart. With the Maine 
Senator leading everyone else 
in the 
polls, a 
broad 


ideological range of of- 
ficeholders and party leaders 
has rallied to his banner. 


There is still talk of Muskie 


sewing up the nomination 
before the 1972 convention, 
and by his strength and vic- 
tory prospects holding the 
party together through the 
election, but this is becoming 
increasingly unlikely. 


Warts inSpotlight 


First of all, Muskie's per- 


sonal appeal seems to be 
weakening. Four months have 
passed since his family-doctor 
telecast on election eve thrust 
him to the forefront of 
Democratic 
Presidential 


contenders. Since then, the 
warts on his political per- 
sonality— temper, ambiguity 
and indecisiveness — have

to

Southerners are unhappy. 


Concerned with local coattail 
effects, they do not want a 
Presidential nominee who, 
believing he can't carry the 
old Confederate states, writes 
them off. For this reason, a 
considerable 
number 
of 


Southern Democrats 
are 


showing interest in Hubert 
Humphrey (who wasn't in the 
Senate to vote against Judges 
C. F. Haynsworth and G. A. 
Carswell, and who carried 
Texas in 1968). Still others are 
looking to Washington State's 
Senator Henry Jackson, a 
defense preparedness man 
and unabashed hawk, who 
appeals to that facet of the 
Southern political character. 


Dixie's 
disaffection 
is 


dangerous to Muskie. It is 
boosting 
candidacies 
— 


Jackson's and Humphrey's — 
that splinter the strength the 
Maine man must mobilize 
against the McGovern or 
Kennedy left wing. And this 
threat should not be un- 


derestimated. 
George 


McGovern could conceivably 
win 1972 primaries in the 
upper Midwest and elsewhere, 
and a few such defeats would 
probably be fatal to Muskie. 


Peaked in Late'70? 


There is another Muskie 


weakness: dependence on 
opinion poll leadership rather 
than a solid constituency. 
Current Muskie strength may 
not be a function of charisma 
but in part of more transient 
factors. After all, back in 
spring. 1969. shortly after he 
had made a supposed personal 
hit as the 1968 Democratic 
Vice Presidential nominee, 
the Maine Senator trailed far 
behind Richar d Nixon — 10-to- 
15 percentage points — in 
national polls. Muskie's stock 
began rising in late 1969 as 
economic indices began to 
fall. By summer or fall of this 
year, if the economy goes 
well, it could be apparent that 
Muskie had peaked in late 
1970, at the zenith of unem- 
ployment 
and 
slump 


psychology. 


In short, the Democrats are 


quite dependent on Nixonian 
failures. If the public warms 
to Mr. Nixon's presently 
unpopular economic and 
Indochinese policies, and 
gives him a 3 per cent or 5 per 
cent lead against Muskie by 
summer or fall, then the latter 
will be portrayed as on the 
skids. Kennedy, McGovern, 
Humphrey, and Jackson will 
see to that — like a school of 
piranhas, the voracious South 
American fish. 


After they bite delegate 


mouthfuls out of Muskie's 
corpse, then what for these 
hopefuls? Their present poll 
strength is much less than 
Muskie's. Humphrey is old 
hat. Jackson would probably 
provoke 
a 
left-wing 


Democratic bolt, McGovern a 
moderate and conservative 
exodus. 


If President Nixon can score 


policy successes that undercut 
Muskie's position in the polls, 
the resultant Democratic 
bloodbath could pave the way 
for a major GOP triumph in 
1972.

probably a division of the 
legislative vote to make the 
outcome doubtful— except for 
the persuasive club of the 
congressional act of last year. 
The act authorized the ex- 
tension of the franchise to 
younger Americans. The 
United States Supreme Court 
decided that the extension was 
valid with respect to voting in 
elections 
involving 
the 


selection of federal govern- 
ment 
officials 
and 


representatives. 


That set of facts left the 


legislature no choice, in effect. 
It was a condition and not a 
theory that confronted it, as 
the Assembly showed the 
other day in an overwhelming 
vote to apply the 18-year age 
rule also to state and local 
elections. 


Would Cause Problems 


Refusal to adjust the state 


voting law which now rules in 
national government elections 
would have created an un- 
manageable 
administrative 


dilemma and possibly the 
breakdown of the election 
machinery altogether with 
respect to its assurances of 
legitimate voting and reliable 
counting of the ballots cast. To 
provide two sets of election 
machinery operative on the 
same day would have brought 
chaos, or intolerably high 
costs, or both. 


Assembly arguments before 


the passage of the 18-year-old 
voting bill usefully illustrated 
collateral problems that will 
flow from the lowering of the 
franchise eligibility rule, 
although it was reasonably 
evident that some of the 
members 
who cited them 


were cloaking their real 
reluctance to let younger 
people vote. 


The attempt to include in the 


legislation the waiving of the 
other disabilities of minors 
failed, 
but 
the 
effort 


spotlighted, 
nevertheless, 


some of the inherent ironies 
and actual contradictions in 
the idea of a selective ex- 
tension of the rights of minors 
as now defined.

proposition would permit a 
boy or girl to vote but prohibit 
them from buying a drink or 
entering into a valid contract 
or marrying without the 
consent of the mother and 
father, among more familiar 
restrictions. 


Ignored Other Rules 


But the Assembly, under the 


prodding of its Democratic 
leadership, insisted upon 
putting those questions aside 
and pushing through the 
voting age change without 
associated issues. The reasons 
were plain. Indeed, a few 
members 
acknowledged 


them. 


Permitting 18-year-olds to 


drink liquor would surely put 
the entire question of the 
rights of individuals as related 
to age in a new and dangerous 
perspective—as shown by the 
numerous ordinances in the 
state that prohibit even the 
consumption of beer for 
anyone under the age of 21 
years. 


The Democratic leadership 


was undoubtedly correct in 
the charge that the amend- 
ment 
waiving all other 


disabilities of young people 
would be harmful to the voting 
age bill—either on the floor of 
the legislature or in the 
ratifying amendment that 
must follow the legislature's 
act to extend the right of 
suffrage. 


Thus the issue of voting 


rights for young people 
remains far from settled, even 
if the Senate concurs in the 18- 
year-old bill as is virtually 
certain. 


Referendum Scheduled 


The amendment will be 


before the people for a vote in 
November, 1972. That means 
there will be ample time for 
public reflection on the merits 
of the question. 
, 


Only those defined as adults 


at the time of the election — 
meaning those who are 21 and 
over — will cast ballots. The 
average age of the elector is 
perhaps in the late 30s, or 
above. Older persons tend to 
vote more regularly. 


Will those older persons find 


it plausible to back the sup- 
position that the 18-year-old's 
judgment is adequate to vote 
responsibly, but cannot be 
trusted with many of the other 
rights and privileges of 
adults? 


Strictly Personal 
'Facts' and 'Truth' 
Not the Same Thing

What is a "lie"? What does 


"telling the truth" consist of? 
These are seemingly simple 
questions, but there are no 
simple answers to them. This 
is why parents, and educators 
generally, have such a hard 
time explaining lies and truth 
to children.

called "Journey From The 
North." In her introduction to 
it, she writes: 


"I am an accomplished 


professional novelist and 
nothing would have been 
easier for me than to draw a 
self-portrait which, without 
telling a single he, would be 
dishonest from beginning to 
end, intelligent, charming, 
interesting — and a lie." 


On the surface, a "lie" is a 


statement that does not 
correspond to fact, or to what 
we believe to be a fact. But 
"facts" and "truth" are by no 
means the same thing; as 
Miss Jameson reminds us, a 
book of memoirs can be ab- 
solutely truthful in its facts 
and yet he a total lie. 


Truth is the Inner spirit of a 


statement, not just its outer 
shell of facts. Of course, if the 
facts arc falsified, the Inner 
spirit is injured; but the op- 
posite does not hold—« report 


consisting of nothing but facts 
can be totally dishonest in its 
intent and effect. 


In one of Bonhoeffer's last 


unfinished essays (written in 
prison), he takes up the 
subject of the "always truth- 
ful" man, and reminds us that 
there are evil truths as well as 
necessary and healing truths. 
The man who always says 
what he thinks, under the 
guise of "candor," is not living 
in the spirit of truth, but in the 
spirit of hate. 


He tells of a teacher who 


asked a young pupil in front of 
the class whether his father 
usually came home drunk in 
the evening. The father did, 
but the boy was within his 
rights in lying about it, since 
the teacher was absolutely 
without his rights in asking the 
question — and the boy was 
not mature enough to give an 
answer that rebuked the 
teacher for his impertinence 
without either admitting the 
truth or lying. 


The hardest metaphysical 


thing to grasp about the truth 
is that it is both absolute and 
relative at the same time: in 
one sense, the truth is always 
the 
same 
for 
all 
men 


everywhere; in another sense, 
it is relative to the person, the 
time, the place, the situation. 
Wisdom consists in being able 
to distinguish between these 
two, and to know when the 
spirit of universal truth is 
being served, and when not. 


Both the absolutists and the 


relativists are dishonest In 
this — the absolutists when 
they insist that circumstances 
to not alter cases; 
the 


relativists when they Insist 
that truth Is wholly subjective. 
No wonder our children are 
confused, conflicted 
and 


cynical about. It.
